one purrendered. All of the othein were either 
blown up, berned or sunk. The lose of the Torks 
mad be very severe. We have at present no 
means of computing the loss of lile, exeept the 
fact that on board of each of the Turkish vessels, 
besides the crew, there were eight bh axdred eo!- 
diem, on route for Circassia. It would be dift- 
eultte imagine how, ia the event of the total 
destruction of thirteen of these vesse's by eith- 
er of the three methods mentioned, tiie lives of 
but few of theee troops could be saved, while 
we bre, of course, bound im reason te euppose, 
that the crews of the vessels were searly all 
killed. The loss of life on the Terkish side 
ean hardly fall short of twelve thomand men 
and may greatly exeeed that, while it w ll be no 
extravagant estimate to put the loss of the Ras 
sieme at very nearly half the came nuraber. 
The reeult of this battle ie a very severe blow 
to the Sultan, and ean hardly fail to exert a 
heartening effect on hie people. Bot taken in 
connection with other -cireumstaneer, and the 
present general condition of Evropean affairs, 
we very much doubt whether this battle can le 
looked upon as s very great disaster, in its final 
comseg uences and results,to the tteman Empire. 
We are rather inclined to believe the contrary. 
Ia the first place the main body of the Turkish 
fleet is yotunharmed. The entire Turkish 
forve, befere this battle, consisted of twenty two 
sailing vessels, eleven steamers, one thowrand one 
hundred and sixteen guns, and eleven thousand 
three hundred seamen. Fesicdes this she had on 
shore a reserve of 17;000 men to supply deficien- 
cies im her merive, and had twe steam vesssels 
fitting out, and very probably completed by this 
time, with several other smaller vessels. Adm.t- 
timg then, that the thirteen vessels destroyed in 
the late battle were all of the larger class, which 
is ‘herdly probable, there would yet remain 
twenty-one ships of war, and a force of at least 
seventeen thousand men to man them. But thie 


is the least powerful reason for believing’ that |- 


thé friends of Turkey should do svything bat 
despair at the result of the bate battle. Its in- 
fluence on the course of England and France 
cam hardly fail to be highly, advantageous to 
Turkish interesta A general European war 
cap wo longer be avoided with henor. The 
breach of faith exhibited by the Czar in making 
an attack when endeavouring to negotiate for 
an armistice, the many pledges made by Eng- 
lad and France of aid to Torkey in the hour 
of her need, and considerations ef personal hon’ 
or and safety will compel these two powers at 
oure to interfere, with vigor and determination, 
in the querrel. Avstria will then find it atil! 
mare difficult to maintain her present neutrality’ 

Servis will be forced from her present position, 

and Torkey will no longer fight single handed 
agtinel a power which the combined strength of 
hegself, England, and France, can hardly
